Pars, Aug. 
N the 7th a Courier brought Advice, 
that on the 29th of laft Month Prince 
Eugene quitted his Pofts on the Side of 
Mantua and of the Foffa Maeftra, and 
was marching towards Borgoforce and 
Governolo, to withdraw out of the Seragiio. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated a 17. 
From the King of Spain’s A my at Santa Victoria, 
July 31. General Albergotti being detach’d on the 
29th with 1000 Horfe to Reggio,found it Garrifon'd 
by 400 Foot and :00 Horfe of the Troops of Mo- 
dena, who deliver’ up the placeto him. From 
thence he march’d to Modena, which, with the Ci- 
radel, were furrendred to him without the leaft re- 
filtance. He has left 2 Battalions in Mcdena, and 
will return to the Army to Morrow, which will 
then be encamp’d at Tefta, within 8 Miles of 
Borgoforte. The Duke of Modena is retir’d to Bo- 
logna. 
‘Tes the Amfterdam Courant, Dated Aug. 19. 
From the French Camp at Madonna, Aug. 4. Mon- 
fieur Immecourt is with two Battalions in Reggio, 
where he has found a great Quantity of Corn and 
Ammunition, and 20 Pieces of Cannon. We fall 
keep our Hofpiral and Bake the Bread for the Army 
there, rill Guaftalla, which is befiegd, fall into our 
hands. Monfieur d’Orgemont is with 2 Regiments 
in Modena. The Enemy have quitted all the Mo- 
deneze, except Berfello, which has but a weak Gar- 
rifon in it. Some Peafants that came intothe Camp 
yefterday, tell us, thar moft of the Troops of Prince 
Eugene are come over the Bridge at Borgoforte, and 
have pofted a Body of Men to guard the Bridge ; 
that they have fell’d the Trees and clear’d the 
Ground, to have the Country open before them ; 
and have the Po in their Rear, and the little River 
Sarra in their Front. The King of Spain having 
fent feveral Detachments into the Dutchy of Mo- 
dena, will wait till {ome Troops arrive from the 
Prince of Vaudemontr, and then advance towards the 
Enemy ; who ‘tis thought will retire to Oftiglia 
where they can poft themfelves fo advantageoufly 
that it will be very difficult to diflodge them. The 
Prince of Vaudemont and Monficur Zurlauben have 
fill'd up the Trenches which Prince Eugene quitted 


in the Seraglio. 
From the Harlem Courant, Da B19. 
Amfterdam. Aug. 18. "Tis advis aris, thar 


Prince Eugene having receiv’d a Reinforcement of 3 
Battalions, has fent away his Baggage to Benedetto, 
and pafs’d over the Bridge of Borgoforte with the 
greateft part of his Army, to offer Battel to the K. 
of Spain. 
From the Harlem Courant, Dated Aug. 15. 

From the Imperial Camp before Landau, Aug. 7. 
This Night at 11 a Clock Orders were fent from 
the King of the Romans to the Count of Soiffons, 
who commanded in the Trenches, to blow up our 
Mines under the Redoubt of the Glacis, which was 
done with good Succefs ; (tho’ the Stones kill’d or 
wounded 25 of our Soldiers that ftood too near) The 
Mines being Sprung, 20 Grenadiers, fupported by 2 

leutenants with 80 Men, advanc’d immediately on 


each fide of the Redoubt to beat the Enemy from

the Counterfcarp ; The Enemy at firlt onfet, quitted 
both the Counterfcarp, and Line of 
nication ; but recovering themfeives, turn'd agen 
upon our Men, and ply’d them fo warmly with 
Grenadoes and Small-fhot, that they drave them off. 
However we pofted our felves on the Redoubt. We 
had a terrible Storm of Rain and Thunder during 
this Action. We had a Collonel, 2 Captains and 
22 common Soldiers Kill’d ; and Count Vitrimont 
of Lorrain a Volunteer, 1 Captain, 2 Lieutenants, 
4 Enfigns and 61 common Soldiers Wounded. The 
fame Night, at General Thungen’s Attack,we lodg’d 
our felves on the Counterfcarp of the Citadel in 3 
places. And at the Great Attack have carried on our 
Approaches 50 Paces. After the blowing up of the 
Mines, we pofted our felves above thofe Mines, fo 
clofe to the Palifadoes, that the Earth which we 
have caft up there for a Parapet, lyes upon the Pali- 
fadoes themfelves. The Enemy retir’d by the co- 
ver'd way to their Bulwarks and Ravelins. They 
Sprung 2 Mines which did us little hurt. 

Hamburgi, Aug. 11. We hear from Lithuania, 
that on the 25th of laft Month there was a Bartel at 
Kamiorika between the Republicans and theSweed es, 
in which 5 or €000 of the firft, and 1500 of the 
latter were Kill'd. There was a Report on our Ex- 
change yefterday likewife, thar the 8000 Saxons 
who were marching to Poland, had been defeated 
by the Swedes char are going thither from Pomerania 
under General Guldenftern. 

From the Hague Gazette, Dated Aug. 17. 

From the Camp of the Allies under the Earl of Marl- 
borough at Everbeck. Aug. 14. N.S. On Saturday 
the Army march’d from Peer to this Place, which 
lyes more convenient, with refpect to the Situation 
of the Enemy , as well for covering our Con« 
voys from Maeftricht and Boifleduc, as the Siege 
of Venlo, towards which place Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral Fagel was detach’d this Morning with 
Battalions of Englifh and 6 of Dutch Foor, an 
17 Squadrons of Horfe. My Lord Cuts commands 
the Englifh Foot as Major-General, and Brigadeer 
Hamilton under him, it being his Brigade; viz. the 
Regiments of Coll. Webb, Lord Barrymoor, Sir Mat- 
thew Bridges, and Brigadeer Hamilton. The Earl 
of Huntingdon, the Marquis of Lorne, Sir Richard 
Temple, and the Mafter of Stairs are gone with 
them as Volunteers. The States General have fent 
to the Prince of Naffau Saarbruk to repair thither 
with all {peed to command in chief, and Lieutenant- 


General Cochorn is ro have the Direction of the 


Siege under him. The Place is to be invefted on 
the othgr fide the Meufe, by the Baron de Heyden 
with the Pruifian Troops : and fome Battalions out 
of Nimeguen and Grave will joyn in the Siege. Laft 
Night we receiv’d a Convoy of 300 Bread-Waggons 
from Maeftricht, and we expect 100 more to day. 
Yefterday the Earl of Albemarle was fent out with 
20 Squadrons of Horfe and Dragoons, to cover a 
great Convoy of Provifions and Money for the 
rmy from Boifleduc. Lieutenant. General Schultz 
is march’d with 4 Battalions, and 7oo Horfe and 
Détgoons to attack Weert. We have put a Garri- 
fon of 200 Men into Grevenbroeck, and a Battalion 

of Foot with a Party of Dragoons into Brey. 
London, Aug. 13. Letters from the Army under 
the Earl of Marleborough, dated at Everbeck on on 
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r7ch, which came laft Night by the Poft, _— 
Advice, That Lieutenant-General Schultz came be- 
fore Weert on Monday the 14th, the Governour de- 
fended the Gates of the Town for about an Hour, 
then he retir’d into the Caftle, and Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral Schultz march’d into the Town, where he raisd 
Bacterics of Cannon and Mortars ; on Wednefday 
he began to fire upon the Caitle, which was conti- 
nud till this day at Neon, when the Garrifon capi- 
tulated, and are to be.conducted to Ruremond; on 
our Side only 6 Men-were kill'd and 2 wounded. 
Our Shot and Bombs have ruin’d a great part of the 
Caftie, and burnt a large Magazine of Hay which 
the Enemy ‘had laid up for the Neighbouring Gar- 
rifons. Yefterday we had a Convoy of Bread from 
Macttricht, and we-expect another from Boifleduc 
on Saturday, ‘which is oblig’d to come about by 
rave. 

Hague, Avg. Lieutenant-Collonel Vryenefs, 
Governor‘of Mcurs, who was fent Exprefs by the 
Scares,with orders to the Prince of Naifau Saarbruk, 
who was going up into Germany, to take upon him 
the command of the Troops thar are going to Be- 
fiece. Venlo, is come back hither ; His Highnefs 
is return’d, by the way of Duffeldorp, to the Troops 
that lye betweer the Rhine and the Maes. — Lieute- 
nant-General C’ orm left the Hague on the 14th, 
and on the 16th arriv’d at Grave. They had Advice 
at Nimeeven on the 16th, that the Baron de Hey- 
den, with the Prualdn Troops, was within 3 hours 
March of Venlo. Ard at Amfterdam on the 18th, 
that the Place was formally invefted on the 15th, 
and that the Trenches would be open’d on the 18th.
